2. At approximately 1830 hours, i ST, 12 June 1949 the writer contacted 
Mr and Mrs C. i. BARTLETT, Tioga, Colorado in their home (located ол Colorado 
State Hishway 69) appro sely ten miles west of Tioga and © miles east of 
Gardner, Colorado. Іт SARTLUTT stated that а farm he £ his 
had told him the огесвебіпс evening that из hid siznted Live oval shaped 
objects flying іл а northeasterly direction durin: the afternoon. Lr 
had never seen any aerial object that resembled the ones hz saw and was sonce 
what concerned about them. iir hen telep! onically advised the authorities 
at Lowry ‘ir Force Base, Denver, Colorado of the situation. 


5. On 10 June 1949 at approximately 2000 hours, NST, Mr 
farm hand, was interviewed with regard to the objects he had sighted the pre- 
ceeding day. 1: “stated that sometime between two and three p.m. 
(1490 and 1500 37) on 9 June_1949, he had been working іп a field bout а 
mile and a half south of oM... Due to the scattered overcast and 
the possibility of rain, he had glanced at the clouds to see if it micht rain. 
when he locked he noticed five objects, round in shape, flying at about 22,000 
feet towards the sort. Because he had never seen an acrial object like the 
ones he was observing, he watched them until they were out oi’ sight. xe 
estimated that they wore flying at about five to six hundred miles per hour. 
They were in a formation of two echelons with two objects flyin- parallel to 
each other in front. Іле remaining three objects were to t.e loft апд rear or 
the two front objects and were formed ina triangular formation. The fli-ht 
was at cloud level and flew in and out of the clouds. He noticed that the reur 
echeloa moved Басс and orth in the rear of the front echelon. Не watched 
them for approximately fifteen seconds when they flew out of his sight in the' 
clouds. Vra E s t ima tea that at the time of sighting they wers at about a 
Sixty to seventy degree anzle from the horizon from him and were to the west of 
him. He estimated their altitude to be 20,000 feet stating that he figured 
this altitude when they flew over Greenhorn Feak which is about 13,000 feet in 
altitude. (Greenhorn Peak is located almost due north of the place of sishting 
and is 12324 feet in altitude) Тһе objects were estimated to be about two feet 
in diameter peared to be perfectly round in shape. They were brown in 
color. kr ated that they were about the size he would think an АТ-6 
aircraft would be. Their direction of M was from the southwest to the 
northeast. Due to the altitude, M was unable to determine their 
means of propulsion or support. There was no evidence of any lishts or 
exhaust, Als could not tell anything &bcut the construction of

Gurin; that time he worked in the capacity 
of aircraft mechazic for three and one half years. he stited th.t had the 
objects been similar to any stendurd aircraft, he ould have paid little cr no 
attention to the flizht.

Xr BARTLETT 
stated that even when told him o? the objects he showed no outward 
excitement, During dinner with the BARTLSTTS and ur he investicating 
agent had opportunity to observe iir NEM for cbout two hours and was improssed 
by his calmness and ability to o»serve details. 


5. The Terrain: The terrain in the vicinity of the sighting is extremely 
hilly being in the foot hills of the Зап>гг de Christo rane of mountains and 
being approximately 10 miles south of the іе iouniain Range. 


6. On 11 June 1949 attempts were made to locate other individuals in 
the vicinity of Tioga and G-rdner, Colorado who misht have seen the unidentified 
objects. Those atvenpts met with negative results. 


PUSBLO, COLOCADO 


7. At approximately 1130 hours, MST, ll June 1949 an interview was held 
with Mr ORVILLE TOSTER, Observational Supervisor, US weather .ure&u, .unicipal 
Airport, Pueblo, Colorado in an attempt to ascertain the weather conditions in 
the vicinity of Tioga at the time o? the sizhtinc. А check of the reports 
revealed that around Pueblo (approximately forty-five miles northwest of the 
place of sighting) there was broken sky at 5000 feet with intermittant rein 
showers during the afternoon. This report indicates cloud level 5020 ft above surface 
which,at place of sighting is approximately 7000 above sea level, making the cloud 
surface at approximately 2,000 fest. Winds aloft were north nortuwest at 10 to 
15 miles per hour. lir FOSTER stated that they had no reports fcr the area 
immediately surroundin: the place of sighting, but that the reported condition 
was general throuzhout the area on the east side of the mountains durin: the 
afternoon in question. As far as Mr TOSTER knew there were no observable celestial 
phenomena occurring th-t might have been mistaken for the flight. 


8. On 11 June 1949 at approximately 1220 hours, XST, Мг C. C. ZENTS, 
CAA Aircraft Communcator was contacted to ascertain if there were any flights of 
aircraft in the vicinity at the time of reported sighting. A check of the records | 
failed to reveal any such flights. А check of the CAA maps by Mr 22/75 revealed
